While Mr. Hughitt did not deny that 
railroad regulation if a source of 
many desirable results, he pointed out 
that with the various roads subjected 
to rules promulgated by both State 
and Federal authorities relative to fi- 
nancial rations, there would likely 
ensue a situation that would result in 
serious embarrassment to the carriers 
In addition, Mr. Hughitt asserted 
that the pioneer age in American ralil- 
road building is now a thing of the 
past. In his opinion, he said, future 
development will be in the direction 


lines and extending them—principal- 
ly within the territory extending north 
of the Ohio and east of the Mississippi 
rivers. 
“There is practically no virgin ter- 
ritory left in which a railroad may 
be profitably built,”” he added.

League of Justice’s Contest of District Attorney Fred 
ericks’ Election Results in Amazing Disclosurcs Involv- 
ing Hundreds of Woolwine's Good Government Sups 
porters, and Opens Way for Grand Jury Investigation, 


HE first day of the judicial inves- 
tigation of the results of the last 
election as to the number of ballots 

cast for each of the two candidates 
for the office of District Attorney de- 
veloped one of the most sensational 
cases which have occupied the atten- 
tion of the courts in years. 

Wholesale perjury on the part of 
Good Government supporters of Wool- 
wine, tampering with the returns from 
the election, and negligence on the part 
of the County Clerk in not using proper 
precautions to safeguard the ballots, 
were charged by Assistant District At- 
torney Ford in his objections to hay- 
ing the recount go forward. 

It is alleged that more cases of per- 
jury, probably 500, wifi be discovered. 
A sweeping grand jury investigation 
will undoubtedly be made, dnd the 
results may implicate persons who are 
prominent in various vocations. 

The returns from only three pre- 
cincts were examined. The envelopes 
containing those from the first two 
bere the marks of having had the seal- 
ing wax broken. One did not show 
upon what date it was delivered to 
the County Clerk. The returns from 
precinct No. 3 were not in the envelope 
required by law, but were done up in 
wrapping paper with the envejope 
tied to it. The condition of the re- 
turns from the other 399 precincts is 
not known, as they have not been 
delivered to the court, 

Judge J. D. Murphey of Mono coun- 
ty, who was summoned here as an ex- 
tra judge, is presiding over the. con- 
test. None of the local judges desired 
to take part in the hearing on ac- 
count of their intimate acquaintance 
with the parties intimately concerned 
in the case. 

The contest was instituted by 

Charlies Warner at the instigation of 

the League of Justice. The success- 

ful candidate was Capt. Fredericks. 

who was elected by a majority of 2413 

votes over Thomas Lee Woolwine. 

When the returns from precinct No. 

1 were delivered to the judge, it was 

necessary to make proof as to whose 

custody. they had been in since elec- 


tion. 

AND BROKEN OPEN? 
hk. L. Brown, formerly a deputy 
county clerk in charge of the regis- 
tration department, swore that he had 
placed these returns, together with 
those from the other 49 precincts, in 
room No. 5 of the Courthouse, and had 
securely sealed the place. He said that 
the room was in this condition when 
he delivered the keys to County Clerk 
Lelande on the 2nd uit. 

Brown asserted that information had 


heen brought to him that.en the same 
day a negto janitor had broken the 


seal on the door and opened it by 
means of his keys. He was-fummag- 
ing around among the returns when 
the custodian of the building ejected 
him and made it plain to him that he 
had no business in the room. 
Lelande was called and his testimony 
was to the same effect. He admitted 
that there had been no other security 
for the ballots since that time than 
the lock, and that the janitor had a* 
key which would open it. 
Ford made a lengthy objection to any 
of the votes In the Good Government 
League column being considered in the 
recount. He asserted that there was 
nofsuch party in the eyes of the law 
and that technically it had no right 
to a place on the ballot.

OW TO SAVE THE EXPOSITION. 

There may be a chance to save the 
Panama fair for Ban Francisco. The Leg- 
islature might save the day by prompt- 
ly enacting a law to prohibit the man- 
agers of the fair from discriminating 
between union and non-union workmen. 
The fact that no such prohibition exists, 
and that in the California Legislature no 
bill has been introduced to prevent such 


| discriminations, has doubtless been used 


with marked effect by the New Orleans 
lobby. To pass such a bill now would re- 
quire some of the legisiato who voted 
for Works—although they were instructed 
for Spalding—to violate their pledges to 
the San Francisco labor union leaders. 
But they won't mind that. They are ac- 
customed to it. 
Even if the California Legislature should 
shrink back trembling and afraid from the 
duty of protecting the Parama Exposition 
from the threatened ravages of closed-shop 
unionism, still Congress, which is not dom- 
inated by laborite grafters, might be ‘h- 
duced to enact a general law to prevent 
discrimination between union and  non- 
union workers in the employment of men to 
aid in the construction of any edifice, or 
the conduct of any business in which the 
United States is directly or indirectly inter- 
ested, and by such law giving jurisdiction 
to United States courts over all civil and 
criminal cases arising under the law. 


railroad and steamer lines engaged in inter- 
State traffic, to the construction of post- 
office and customhouses, to government 
contractors of any kind and to the lessees 
of coal lands, oil lands, aqueducts and power 
sites. Beyond this the moral effect of such 
legislation by Congress would greatly in- 
fluence State and municipal legislation to 
the same effect, and actively awaken the 
attention of the people to the advantages of 
industrial freedom, and the disadvantages 
of closed-shop tyranny. 

San Francisco certainly should not have 
the Panama Canal fair if the expenditure 
of funds and employment of men in its con- 
struction and management are to be domi- 
nated by the McCarthy-Tvietmoe labor trust. 
That all citizens shall have equal rights, 
under the “open shop” banner, should be 
a sine qua non with Congress—and this 
should be the attitude of the Los Angeles 
Chamber of Commerce and all other bodiés 
working to the end that San Francisco 
shall have the fair. 


UNDED ON THE ETERNAL. 

Because the cases of marital infidelity 
and wedded woe are brought so prominently 
into notic®, many surface thiikers are prone 
to suppose that all modern marriages are 
out of joint and monogamy an ethical error. 
In reality the broken marriage vow is rare, 
and on account of this rarity it occupies 
the conspicuous place it does in the columns 


the people. Virtue courts no  pubiicity, 
innocence does not vaunt itself, chastity 
and honor never shriek in the high falsetto. 

Would you have a record of married happi- 
ness? How shall it be published? Turn 
every tree on the surface of the globe into 
paper pulp, make that pulp into tissue as 
fine as gossamer, cover both sides of the pa- 
per with microscopic script, and you shal! 
not even begin to tell the tale. The record 
of the seamy side is easy. } 

The great German apostle of realism once 
said succinctly: “Marriage is a splendid lie; 
it affirms the eternity ofa passion which 
experience deciares to be of all passions the 
most transient.” 

Only a realist would treat marriage 
from so animal a viewpoint. Yet allow- 
ing the premise to be correct, the epi- 
gram refutes the veiled argument for free 
love it was intended to epforce. Accord- 
ing to this philosophical school, man is 
a bridge, not a goal; a becoming, not a 
being. Having to live this “splendid lie,” if 
it be nothing better, is at least a corrective 
discipline-—a buttress for the bridge and a 
will power for the becomer. For discipline 
develops will power and will power, as the 
only worthy aim for humanity, is the alpha 
and omega of Nietzsche's materialistic doc- 
trines. Therefore, since free love weak- 
ens the will power, he is arguing against 
his own ethical standards. Unfortunately 
the marriage service, as worded by the 
fathers of the Protestant church, gives some 
color to Nietzsche's contention. They set 
down as the first aim of matrimony: “It 
was ordained as a remedy against sin that 
men . might keep themselves unde- 
filed.” If marriage be nothing more than 
this, then indeed it is the splendid lie of the 
realists, a sheer blind chance, a forlorn hope 
for the immoral In the light of such a be- 
lief, the grimmest tragedy and the noblest 
poetry in the drama of life become farces 
for fools to mock at. 

It isn’t true. It’s a monstrous travesty on 
human purity, it’s a blazing insult to Al- 
mighty God! The sacred union of two im- 
mortal souls is not a fencing device to side- 
step the flery thrusts of the evil one; it was 
not intended to save the sensualist who 
would wallow in the mire, or to force on 
mankind a _ living lie, however splendid! 
Marriage, Heaven knows! is full enough of 
knotty problems and harsh experiences, but 
it is not a house of refuge, it is never a lle. 
To many it may be a riddle, but the riddle 
is not tangled enough to frighten away hu- 
man love or to put to sleep human wisdom. 
Marriage is something more than the sum 
of the two contracting parties. 

Let us not wrap ourselves in the gloomy 
robes of naturalism; let us not hang with- 
ered wreaths in the sanctuary of life; let us 
not dub our golden ideal idols of clay. We 
can never clean the world by smudging 
matriage with the pitch of pessimism or the 
dirt of despair. Sometimes to make a 
truth stay it must be burned into the mem- 
ory. The public record of divorce and 
broken vows and unblushing shame is a 
branding iron to sear the public conscience 
with the eternal truth that marriage is a 
solemn ceremony, not to be used merely as 
a convenience. It is founded on the eter- 
nal; it preserves the maa in man, the wom- 
an in woman, and the God in both. It never 
expected to perpetuate a transient passion, 
it has never run counter to the truths of 
experience, it was ordained for the good, not 
for the evil, in the hearts of men and women. 


The good women of California are mak-

STOCK MARKET OUTLOOK FOR 1911. 

There seem to be plenty of evidences 
which force us to the belief that the first 
half of the year 1911 at least will continue 
to show a further shrinkage in stock valua- 
tions and that before a definite turn in the 
market trend takes place several hundred 
million dollars more may have to be added 
to the total depreciation represented in 
stocks since the opening month of 1910. 

There are many of course who will ex- 
press the opinion that the enormous decline 
of nearly a thousand million dollars in se- 
curity values on the New York stock market 
fully discounts the trade depression which 
is admittedly umder way at the present time. 
But when we come to analyze this shrinkage 
with the shrinkage which has taken place 
at other times during the past ten years, we 
find that after all the amount is relatively 
small. Thus, during the year 1903, when a 
bear market set in which reflected the trade 
depression of that and the following year, 


' there was recorded an average shrinkage on 


the New York Stock Exchange in total 
values of much over $3,000,000,000. As at

There the Jubilee was hauled out and 
painted at Burgess’s yard and was fin- 
ally given a berth in the yard along-, 
side of the fence next to the electric 
light plant. There the Jubilee has re- 
mained ever since, although Gen. 
Paine has received many offers for the 
boat.
